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The NASA History Program’s first monograph, 

issued in 1992, was an annotated bibliography 

of the Space Shuttle Program.  With the 

conclusion of the Space Shuttle Program, 

we’ve returned to this theme to produce an 

updated bibliography that covers the final two 

decades of the Program.  Compiled by the 

Federal Research Division of the Library of 

Congress, the new volume contains 

bibliographic data and a short summary of 

works that were judged most essential for researchers writing on Space Shuttle history.  

The sources include books, magazine and journal articles, Congressional hearings, and 

government publications.
